Rapidly Expanding 

Loyalist was established at Bel 
leville, in 1967, as one of two 
campus locations of Sir Sandford 
Fleming-Loyalist College of Ap- 
plied Arts and Technology. They 
were designated to serve Area 3, 
one of 19 regions into which the 
Province was divided under the 
legislation by which Ontario’ s 
new system of Colleges of Applied 
Arts and Technology was created. 

From the beginning, it was 
evident that the size of the area 
was such that consideration should 
be given to establishing 
two separate colleges. There was 
no previous basis of a community 
interest in a region extending fran 
Haliburton and Lindsay in Victor- 
ia County on the north-west, to 
Prince Edward and Lennox and 
Addington Counties on the south- 
east. Two natural focal points of 
the region were the Belleville- 
Trenton area adjacent to Prince 
Edward County in the southern 
east-west axis, and Lindsay—Pet 


erborough, and major centres o F 
the north-westerly part of the re- 
gion. 

Initially, a joint Board of 
Governors was appointed for the 
two campus locations - Loyalist 
in Belleville, servicing the Quin- 
te Area and Sir Sandford Fleming 
in Peterborough--with each cam-

became a separate institution of 
higher learning in May 1968, 
with the passage of Orders = in= 
Council establishing Loyalist 
College as the College of Applied 
Arts and Technology to serve the 
Four-County Quinte Area. This 
area as designated, comprises: 
Lennox and Addington, Hastings, 
and Prince Edward counties and 
all of Northumberland County ,ex 
cept the Townships of Hamilton, 
South Monaghan and the Town of 
Cobourg. 

J.K. Bradford, O.B.E., whe 
was formally installed as President 
at a ceremony on May 3 rd, first 
took office on June 1, 1967.Only 
three months remained until the 
opening of the fall term, planned 
for September. Within this short 
span of time, Loyalist College be: 
came a reality. An administra- 
tive and teaching staff was recrut 
ted an initial course structure was 
designed and approved, equip ~ 
ment was purchased, temporary a 
accommodations were secured in 
Centennial Secondary S chool 
through a rental agreement with 
the Bay of Quinte District High 
School Board, and the fact of Loy 
alist's existence was communicat 
ed to potential studentsin the 
surrounding area. 

In Sept. 1967, classes began 
on schedule and ten basic courses 
were offered. 

When the College opened for 
the second year in Sept. 1968 in 
its own temporary building ono 
137-acre campus which had been 
purchased by The Board of Gover: 
nors, a total of 345 students were 
enrolled in first and second year 
certificate and diploma program- 
mes . During the initial year, 
concurrent with plans for the phy- 
sical development of the College 
to provide the first temporary 
building, (adequate to accommo- 
date students until the end of the 
third year) the educational progr- 
ammes for The College were also 
developed. In consequence 220 
course/subject variations were 
approved and available for sele- 
ction by Loyalist students who en- 
rolled in the full time day progra- 
mme for 1969/70. 

The College has also accepted 
administrative responsibility for 
an Apprenticeship Programme os 
well as the operation for the for- 
mer Manpower Retraining Progra- 
mme. The Apprenticeship Classes 
add about 40 students to each 
course intake. The Manpower 
Retraining courses include some 
additional 400 students for whom 
The College is responsible. 

The Manpower Retraining Pro: 
gramme continues to be accomm— 
odated in leased quarters with 
classes also being held in rented 
accommodation in a secondary 
school. Part of the Apprentice- 

ship courses are being given ina 
Trenton and District High School.

Adult and continuing educa- 
tion is an equally important res- 
ponsibility of theCollege.These 
Programmes for adults of all ages 
as well as young people who have 
dropped out of school (before com 
pleting their courses) are operated 
by The Extension Division. The 
Extension Division developed fran 
the 30 to 50 students who were 
involved in 1967 to a total of 396 
by the end of October 1968. Ad: 
ditional courses were added throu: 
ghout the yeor. In addition to 
providing an opportunity for even 
ing study whereby more mature 
students and adults of all ages 
are able to odd to their education 
al qualifications while they are 
regularly employed, the program= 
ines offered by the Extension Div- 
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ision have another significance. 


In many instances they are porall- 
el to those offered in the day pro= 
gromme. Thus credits can be acq- 
uired toward an eventual two or 
three-year diploma in applied 
arts or technology. President 
Bradford emphasizes that the pro- 
gress achieved by the Loyolist in 
less than two years, is o tribute 
to the initiative and determina- 
tion of the founding Governors of 
The College and the original nuc- 


leus of teachers recruited to brirg 
The College into being.The Pres. 
gives similar credit to the respon- 
se by the community -at-large to 
the introduction of a new approa- 
ch to higher learning and continu 
ing education beyond secondary

This Sunday, May 25th, at 
10 a.m. the traditional "Land- 
ing of the Mohawks" ceremony 
will be held at the Cairn on the 


Following the ceremony, © 


Bayshore Road. 

This ceremony is held every 
yeor on the Sunday closest to 
May 22nd, and is ao re-enactment 
of the historical landing of the 
Mohawks on May 22, 1784. 

Dressed in buckskin clothing 
and wearing feathered headdress, 
the chief, Earl Hill, with memb- 
ers of the council, Carl D. Brant, 
Mrs. Herb. Maoracle, Nelson 
Green and Charles Maracle,ac ~ 
companied by J. Melville Hill , 
the custodian of the famous 
Queen Anne Communion Silver, 
will paddle a canoe to Culbert- 
son's Landing. It was here in 
1784 that the Mohawks 
who had been evicted for thei r 
loyalty to Great Britain from Fort 
Hunter Valley New York, after 
the war of Independence, landed 
on the reserve that had been set 
apart for them. 

Accompanied by 2 constables 
of the R.C.M.P. they will take 
the canoe and carry it from the 
landing to the Memorial Cairn. 
They will thenturnit upside down

Mr. Bert Frink, principal of 
Queen Elizabeth Public School 
in Belleville, introduced a panel 
consis ting of: 

Mr. Tom Barber, representing the 
Metropolitan Toronto regional cay 
servation authority . 

Mr. Wayne Brooks, from V. P. 
Carswell Public School in Trenton 
Mr. Dudley Hillier, geography 
teacher ct B.C. 1. & V.S. 
Mr. Bill MacMillian, vice-prin- 
cipal of the S. H. Connor School 
at Tweed. 

Mr. Frink outlined the 
creasing of outdoor education to 
balance the enclosed classroom 
approach with exposure to concr- 
ete objects in our immediate en- 
vironment. Through outdoor educ- 
ation children learn to deal with 
reality and are better able to re~ 
late ideas and symbols to it. Op- 
portunities for a changing society 
Mr. Frink stressed that nature 
study was only 1 aspect f outcor 
education and that art, poetry, 
history geography, etc. were ide- 
ally suited to a similar approach. 

Tom Barber emphasized t h e 
necessity for co-operative plann- 
ing among educational authorities 
local park boards and conserva — 
tion authorities to ensure the best 
use of facilities for recreational 
and education purposes. Closer 
liaison. among such groups could 
improve the quality of facilities 
available, increase the total no. 
of areas, and reduce costs by 
avoiding duplication of planning 
and construction. 

Although Mr. Barber repre- 
sented a conservation authority, 
he stressed the importance of 

developing an aesthetic apprecia- 
tion of our natural resources. He 
approach the topic from a totalen 
vironment point of view whi ck 
included recreation as well as na

ture study and the production of | 


Food, fuel and fibre. 

He illustrated his talk with 
slides showing aspects of the pro- 
gramme carried out at the Albion 
Hills Conservation School, and 
The Black Creek Pioneer Village 
Programmes available range in 
length from one hour to twelve 
days and facilities at the Albi- 
on Hills Area Include student ac- 
commodation, a farm laboratory 
for Follow-up activities and stud- 
ies. 

Mr. Brooks,Mr. Hillier and 
Mr. MacMillian showed how teo 
chers might develop a programme 
of outdoor education usingresour 
ces in their areas.
